“To be a merchant of Inter- 
national hatred is, perhaps, one 
dexree less than to be a mer- 
chant of death."

HAS RUSSIA GOT INTERCONTINENTAL 
BALLISTIC MISSILE? 


Washington, Dec. 29. 
Defence officials expressed doubt today that Russia has developed 

an intercontinental missile. 
At the same time they cautioned against underestimating Russian 

capabilities in this fateful field. 


Defence officials, who have 
been tiuken back by Russian 
technological advances in the 
past, were not inclined to play 
down Soviet Premier Nikolai 
Bulganin’s tatest hint that 
Russia has developed rocket 
weapons of “intercontinental 
power.” . 

Development of an ocean 
spanning missile -could tin the 
balance of world . There 
Is, no known defence ‘against an 
Intercontinental ballistic mis 
sile, which often is called the 
ultimate weapon of the future. 


Called For Ban 


Bulganin alluded = to the 
intercontinental misgile while 
calling, for a ban on Focket and 
atomic weapons, 

Officials were inclined to 
shrug off Bulganin's call for an 
arms ban os incre propaganda,
